Harmon draws delivery of 
kotl 
from a consideriible soope of country, 
iurmers living within a couple 
of 
miles of Waitou, seven miles from 
Ohio Station, six miles from Walnut 
and five and a half miles from Dixon 
haul their corn here, and this, too, 
when the roads leading to the other 
towns mentioned are often 
better 
than are those centering here. 


The corn crop the past season was 
a good one, and the prices received 
v-'ere satisfactory, ranging from 35 
cents in November and December to 
36 in January and 37 in February. 


Fraiik Hettinger received of this 
year's corn crop 131,247 bushels. Be- 
sides this he has contracted for 12,- 
500 bushels more. 


The Neola Elevator company, be- 
cause of more storage room, has re- 
ceived 151,200 bushels, and has out- 
standing contracts for over 12,000 
bushels which will be delivered as 
soon as cars can be obtained. 


Besides the 307,494 bushels deliv- 
ered and contracted there remains in 
this vicinity to be sold about 60,000 
bushels, making a total of 367,494 
bushels of corn sold and to be sold 
In the country tributary to Harmon. 


The average price obtained 
on 
contracts for November and Decem- 
ber delivery was 35 cents a bushel. 
Contracts made for January deliv- 
ery averaged 36 cents, and those for 
FebriKiry 36 1-2 cents, and the aver- 
age price for the season was about 
36 cents. Taking the latter as a ba- 
sis, the value of that part of the crop 
marketed and to be 
marketed 
is 
$132,297.84. Of course this does not 
represent the value of the corn crop 
of the neighborhood, as the 
figures 
given take no account of the amount 
fed and to be feu uudl another crop 
is harvested.

Mr. Campbell was Invited to ride 
to Oregon with Apllngton and Lin- 
coln, which Invitation was accepted 
and ho was privileged to hear Mr. 
Lincoln talk and to laugh 
at his 
stories. These stories, Mr. Campbell 
says, woro not told for tho purpose 
of making anyone laugh, but always 
to point a moral or clinch an argu- 
ment. 


Mr, Campbell did not think Lin- 
coln was homely. His features were 
coarse and his hair had the appear- 
ance of being uncombed, but there 
was plenty ot sunshine and shadow 
on his face ivben he talked 
that 
drew one to him. 


Cyrus Barnes, one of the veterans 
of the civil war, was privileged to be- 
long to the regiment which guarded 
Lincoln while he was malting 
his 
second inaugural address. 


John W. Clinton, Amos F. Moore, 
Ambrose Sanborn, P. W. Bowers, D. 
H. Waterbury and others were pres- 
ent at the famous debate between 
Lincoln and Stephen A. Douglas In 
Freeport in 1858. 


Chauncey Pottlbone saw. Lincoln 
during the war. Mr. Pettlbone was 
an orderly for Gen. Whipple, who at 
one time Invited the commander In 
chief to dine with him at his head- 
quarters. A regiment was drawn up 
to receive the president, and after 
dinner Mr. Pettlbone was 
one of 
those who escorted Mr. Lincoln back 
to his headiuarters. three or four 
miles away. To the soldiers, accus- 
tomed to horseback riding, Lincoln's 
ungainly figure seated on a horse, 
was decidedly amusing. 


Homer Waterbury saw 
Lincoln 
when he was on his" way from Chi- 
cago to hlB first Inaugural at Wash- 
ington. Mr. Waterbury was living at 
Schenectady, New York. The train 
on which Lincoln was making the 
trip stopped at Schenectady, as It did 
at a number of places 
along 
the 
route, so that the 
president-elect 
might address the people. 


Mr. Waterbury was prepared to see 
something asvful when he saw Lin- 
coln, as his opponents had branded 
him as an ape, but his verdict was 
that Lincoln was not so homely as 
his enemies had painted, although» 
he added, "we could not brag about 
his beauty." 


During the war James Peltz's du- 
ties called him to Gen. Sickles* head- 
quarters In Washington several times 
a week, and It was a frequent occur- 
rence to see the president going from 
the White House down Pennsylva-
